Concordia quarterback, John Kronemeyer showe« 
great leadership on the field completing 13 of 18 passes for 207 yards with two touchdowns and tw- 
interceptions. . Kronemeyer was also named Concordia MVP of the game by the local Media. 
Defensive lineman, Chris Jewel, was the recipient of the Ted Elsby award for the outstanding line- 
man of the game. Jewel had five tackles, one tackle for loss and one sack. He also has been 
named defensive player of the week in the QIFC. 

The Stingers will have to prove their prowess again this upcoming weekend in Concordia’s 
homecoming game. The number six-ranked Laval Rouge et Or will seek some revenge after they 
were defeated 20-8 by the Stingers. Festivities for the weekend include a pre-game BBQ and pos:
